Preamble.WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend 
the Kerala Stay of Eviction Proceedings Act, 1957, for the 
purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

Be it enacted in the Eleventh Year of the Republic of 
India as follows : 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act may be 
called the Kerala Stay of Eviction Proceedings ( Second 
Amendment). Act, 1960. 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Amendment of section 1. - In sub -section ( 3 ) of section 
1 of the Kerala Stay of Eviction Proceedings Act, 1957 (Act 
1 of 1957) , for the words, figures and letters " the 11th day 
of October, 1960 " , the words, figures and letters " the 11th 
day of April, 1961" shall be substituted. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The period of operation of the Kerala Stay of Eviction 
Proceedings Act, 1957 , is due to expire on the 11th October , 
1960. The Act was intended to grant interim relief to 
tenants, kudikidappukars, etc., pending the enactment of the 
Kerala Agrarian Relations Bill . The Kerala Agrarian Rela 
tions Bill is pending reconsideration by the Legislative 
Assembly and it may not be possible to enact the Bill into 
law before the 11th October , 1960. Therefore, it is considered 
necessary to extend the period of operation of the Act till the 
Kerala Agrarian Relations Bill becomes law . This Bill seeks 
to extend the period of operation of the Act for a further period 
of six months. If, in the meantime, the Kerala Agrarian 
Relations Bill becomes law , the Act will stand repealed as 
provided in clause 95 ( 2 ) of that Bill. 
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
